chastoning effect of a heayy paternal hand ; 
yet it is a serious question whéther popular 
approval would greet the application of 
force, and itis equally problemnticat 
whether the United States could gracefully 
undertake such an unplousant task, in viow 
of the work performed by the country, and 
especially of the Administration, in promot- 
ing international peace. Yet officials ‘ask 
whether the people and Congress wish the 
Government to submit to contumelivus 
troatinent at the hands of ser vilised and 
wholly uncouth South Amoricat dictator- 
ship. This is precisely the question whieh 
the Adihivistraton expects Congress, which 
will shortly have the correapondence hofere 
it, to answer.” ‘
